Interfacing  is  tlie  secret  w«‘apon  of 
I)r<»fessi«)nal  dressmakers  and  ama¬ 
teurs  in  the  know.  If  it*s  used  properly, 
nobody  sees  it;  if  it’s  used  improperly, 
everybody  sees  it. 

Interfacing  gives  crispness  and 
“hotly”  wherever  permanent  shaping 
or  molding  is  important  or  wherever 
there's  extra  strain  (i.e.  under  buttons 
and  buttonholes) . 

Interfacing  may  he  woven  (canvas 
and  muslin)  or  non-woven  (fibers 
pressed  together  in  a  matted  effect). 

Base  your  choice  of  interfacing  on 
the  garment  fabric,  the  garment  f/e- 
sipn,  and  its  function  in  the  garment. 

Heavy  fabrics  such  as  wool  coatings 
need  a  sturdy  interfacing  like  hair 
canvas:  lighter  weight  suitings  can 
take  lighter  weight  interfacing. 

Vi  hatever  weight  y<»u  choose  for 
suit  or  coat,  be  sure  it  dry-cleans  and 
will  retain  its  properties  for  the  life 
of  the  garment. 

I'nless  guaranteed  pre-shrunk, 
woven  interfacing  must  be  shrunk 
thoroughly  before  cutting. 

Woven  interfacing  must  be  cut  on 
the  same  grain  as  the  garment  fabric. 
Non-woven  interfacing  has  no  grain 
and  may  be  cut  on  any  part  of 
the  material. 

HOW  TO  HANDLE  INTERFACING 

■After  being  stitched  in  place,  inter¬ 
facing  should  be  trimmed  close  to  the 
seam  line  to  avoid  bulk  at  the  seam. 


\\  hen  interfacing  is  heavy,  and 
might  ridge  in  the  seam,  cut  off  seam 
allowance  of  interfacing  and  bring 
edge  only  to  the  seam  line.  Hand  catch 
it  in  place. 

If  interfaced  piece  is  to  be  turned 
and  has  a  sharp  corner  (a  collar), 
cut  corner  off  interfacing  before 
stitching  it  on.  Cut  off  enough  to 
leave  about  Vi"  of  corner  without 
interfacing. 


When  pattern  indicates  a  dart  in 
interfacing,  sla-^h  it  on  the  straight 
center  line  of  the  dart.  I.ap  slashed 
edges  so  two  slanted  stitching  lines 
meet,  and  stitch  Hat  on  --litching  line. 
Or,  slash  <m  one  >.|ii<hing  line;  lap 
to  meet  other  stitching  line;  stitch 
flat  on  center  line.  Then  trim  inter¬ 
facing  to  about  'i"  from  stitched  line. 


NOW  TO  HANDLE  LINING 

W  ben  you  sew  the  lining  int<t  your 
Coat  or  suit  jacket,  leave  it  free  for 
3  to  5  inches  above  the  lower  edge. 


■At  this  same  tlistance  from  the 
bottom,  baste  lining  flat  to  garment. 

•Now  turn  under  seam  allowance  of 
lining  and  [)in  it  over  raw  edge  of 
coat  hem.  Slii)-stitcb  turned  seam  al¬ 
lowance  of  lining  to  garment. 


The  extra  length  in  the  lining  will 
form  a  bdd  at  the  lower  edge  which 
gives  ease  and  prevents  drawing. 

Now  slip-stitch  the  lining  edges 
below  the  basting  to  the  edges  of  the 
front  facing  of  the  coat  or  jacket. 
Then  remove  the  basting.
